By that time the results of a great 
deal of systematic preparation will 
show themselves much better than 
they do now. 
The people who are 


shouting that the administration of 
the war is a failure, will have to ad- 
mit that good work has been done 
even when it did not show. Where- 
fore when the politicians begin to 
shout about the need for a Hew con- 
gress, our people will do well to 
remember that homely old adage, 
and reflect upon the peril of changes 
o£ policy in the time of great crisis.

On the contrary, the aver- 
age Russian peasant is one of the mild- 
est mannered and best natured human 
beings one can'find. He is hospitable 
and kind hearted, and would share his 
last kopeck with another poorer than 
himself. There are a great many good 
qualities that one can admire in Ivan, 
behind his bushy whiskers, while he 
and his communistic villagers make an 
Interesting study, the counterpart of 
which cannot be found elsewhere in 
Europe or America. Because of his 
ignorance and narrow viewpoint, he 
cannot understand the great world 
questions involved in the present strug- 
gle. He simply wants an opportunity 
to return home to his little Ivans and 
Elizabeths, and an opportunity to cul- 
tivate his communistic allotment of 
land.

Columbus, April 24.—Rigid econ- 


omy in the use of sugar must con- 
tinue to be observed, according to 
notice which has Just been received 
by Fred C. Croxton, federal food ad- 
ministrator of Ohio, from 
United 


States food administration at Wash- 
ington. 


The notice says: "After consider- 


ing the inventory of sugar in this 
country and the amount expected to 
arrive from Cuba, we find that the 
figures show that, with fair conser- 
vation between now and the preserv- 
ing season, we shall have barely 
enough sugar* to carry us over the 
peak load of the sugar season, unless 
severe measures are taken at the 
piesent time. 
It is of utmost im- 


portance that conservation be en- 
forced in all states in order that the 
fruits and vegetables, which must be 
preserved, be properly provided for. 


"We must have strict economy, 


and, 
if necessary, even slight short- 


ages now rather than have any short- 
age whatsoever when the canning 
season is at hand. 
Conservation in 


every way possible must be prac- 
ticed at this time so that sugar will 
not be scarce when the great de- 
mand comes during the summer and 
early fall."
